Blood Donors Urgently Needed as Credit Drops to Minus-90 Pints 


Convair San Diego’s volun- 
tary blood donor program winds 
up its fifth year of operation 
next month when the bloodmo- 
bile visits the plant to help 
erase a current “in the red” 
status. 

The bloodmobile will operate 
between 5 and 9 p.m. Aug. 2 in 


Bldg. 14, Plant 1, to accept vol- 
unteer donations from second 
shift personnel in all depart- 
ments. 

Conyair’s credit at the blood 
bank will be minus 90 pints 
by late this month. Some 400 
signers are necessary to restore 
this amount and return the pro- 


gram to the “black” until the 
next visit in September. 

The voluntary blood program 
was set up in September, 1951. 
Since that time employees have 
contributed some 7,200 pints of 
blood which have saved em- 
ployees an estimated $180,000 
(or $25 per pint). 


All blood donated during 
these bloodmobile visits is cred- 
ited to Conyair’s account. Em- 
ployees or members of their 
immediate families may draw 
on the supply at any time with- 
out charge for the blood itself. 
Information concerning the 
blood program is available at 


employee services office at 
Plant 1, ext. 1245. 

Average use of this blood by 
employees has been about 120 
pints per month since the pro- 
gram was established.

same with two noteworthy ex- 
ceptions. Only hourly employees 
will be paid cash awards. (In the 
past certain categories of salaried 
employees. were eligible). Also, 
those suggestions saving less 
than $50 per year will not re- 
ceive cash awards unless they 
produce intangible savings such 
as eliminating safety hazards, 
etc. 


Hourly employees of the 
industrial engineering depart- 
ment or any department direct- 
ly responsible for cost reduc- 
tion as part of their assigned 
duties will not be eligible for 
cash payments. 


Rules governing payment will 
be about the same. Awards of 
less than $100 will be made in a 
single installment. 

Awards of between $100 and 
$200 will be.paid by a $100 first 
installment and the balance after 
a six month audit. When the 
amount of the award is $200 or 
more, half will be paid at once 
and the remainder in six months, 
if the suggestion still is in effect. 

Hartzler indicated the San 
Diego cost reduction section 
plans to retain all potential ESs 
which may not fit into present 
operations for possible adoption 
later. These will be catalogued 
and reviewed periodically for pos- 
sible use. 

“We hope this new program 
will add an extra incentive to 
employees to submit more and 
better suggestions,” Hartzler said. 
“Ideas save Convair money, time 
or materials. They earn money 
for the individual and also help 
to insure our future. They are 
the best forms of job security 
known.”

First Foreign Delivery Accident 
Fatal For Three Convair SD Men 


The tragic crash of a Model 
440 near Shannon, Ireland, air- 
port brought sorrow to Convair 
San Diego last week. 

Lost were: S. B. Whiteley, 
pilot; Harrison R. Peacock, co- 
pilot; and Fred E. Mahon, engi- 
neer; all of Convair SD; and 
Jacob Wisemer, radioman-navi- 
gator of SWISSAIR. 

The Model 440 departed San 
Diego July 12 on a routine de- 
livery flight to Zurich, Switzer- 
land. It disappeared while making 
a final approach to the Shannon 
Airport at 8:14 pm. July 16. It 
was found two hours later in the 
river estuary two miles from the 
airport. 

More than 140 twin-engine 
transports have been delivered to 
foreign countries in the past with- 
out an accident. 

Whiteley, 54, has been an ac- 
tive pilot since 1919 when he 
learned to fly near Spokane, 
Wash. He flew first as a civilian 
pilot in the northwest and then

structor for the Cal-Aero Corp. 
of California. 

Joining Convair in March, 1944, 
Whiteley flew as a test pilot at 
three Convair divisions during the 
war years and then returned to 
commercial aviation as a pilot for 
Standard Airways and Pacific 
Southwest Airlines before rejoin- 
ing Convair SD in 1951. He was 
promoted to flight captain in 1953 
and made many delivery flights 
to Europe, one as late as June 
of this year. 

Peacock, 54, was also a veteran 
pilot who started flying in 1917. 
He entered commercial aviation 
at Bakersfield in 1928 and later 
flew regular service between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. He 
was one of the founders of Lineas 
Aereas Occidentales, the first 
daylight passenger service hbe- 
tween Los Angeles and Mexico 
City. 

Peacock first came to Convair 
during the war years and ferried 
PBY Catalina flying boats and 
B-24 bombers to all parts of the 
world. As a Convair flight cap- 
tain, he has flown many types 
of airplanes, including the R3Y 
“Tradewind” transport. 

Mahon, 36, joined Convair as 
a riveter in 1941 and served with 
the U.S. Army from 1944 until 
1946. 

After the war he worked as 
an aircraft service mechanic at 
Porterville, Calif., returning to 
Convair in 1948. He worked for 
a time in experimental and was 
appointed a flight engineer early 
in 1954.

years. This ability of Hopkins and 
the corporation to translate an 
idea into a reality will be proved 
again shortly, he said, with the 
construction of the permanent 
laboratory buildings on the now 
barren Torrey Pines site. 

In 1948, Hopkins said, he be- 
came convinced of the vital role 
basic and applied research would 
play in making the benefits of 
nuclear energy available. “Clear- 
ly industry,” he said, “if it was to 
continue in its traditional role of 
providing the goods and services 
of our society, must take the lead 
in permitting basic and applied 
research to gain its necessary 
freedom in the creative, non-mil- 
itary spheres of scientific pro- 
gress. That is why my associates 
and I decided to establish the 
General Atomic Division. We 
are confident that General Atomic 
will provide the freedom of en- 
deavor and intellectual environ- 
ment which is essential for scien- 
tific advance.”

To Fly for U. S. 


Modeler’s Plane Battles Gale 
And Wins Builder Trip Abroad 


Fourteen minutes, 34 seconds, 
a large degree of skill and a small 
amount of luck helped win a trip 
to England for Frank Huffman 
of Convair Fort Worth.

PBY Project Aide, Jailed in USSR, 
Finds Asylum in Canada- - at Last 


A somewhat happier climax has j 


been reached in the tragic narra- 
tive of a Russian who 19 years 
ago befriended a band of Convair 
engineers in the USSR and went 
to jail for it. 

It is the tale of Nikolaj Ziben- 
ko, now 64, who survived 17 
months of torture and prison, fol- 
lowed by years under German 
occupation and a decade in dis- 
placed persons camps while try- 
ing to reach the New World. 
Thanks in part to the encourage- 
ment and financial assistance of 
those same Conyair engineers, 
Zibenko is now in Canada, re- 
united with his family. (Con- 
vairiety, Dec. 7, 1949.) 

The Convair men, all of San 
Diego, are: Garner Green, now 
SD chief structures engineer; 
Ek. A. Reynolds, now manager 
of long range planning for As- 
tronautics; Etienne Dormoy, 
now SD senior design engineer; 
Basil Isham, also SD _ senior 
design engineer; Minor Wells, 
SD assistant project engineer. 
It was in 1937 that the Con- 
vair men and their families went 
to Russia. The task was to help 
the Russians build PBYs. 
“Zibenko was assigned to us 
as counselor,” Wells recalled last 
week. “Since we could speak no 
Russian, he was invaluable, help- 
ing us greatly, not only in pro- 
fessional matters but in such per- 
sonal problems as housing and 
food and transportation.”

Green added: “He played an 
important role in holding our 
project together and keeping the 
contract in operation.” 

Zibenko met the Americans in 
Moscow and shepherded them to 
the factory at Taganrog near the 
Black Sea. As it turned out it 
was a dangerous assignment for 
those who were friendly with the 
Americans. First one interpreter 
and then another disappeared. It 
was only a matter of time before 
Zibenko, too, vanished. 

The Convair engineers made 
official inquiries, in vain, and it 
was 1945 before they again heard 
from him, writing from a dis- 
placed persons camp in occupied 
Germany, confirming his arrest 
by secret police and telling a 
story of hardship and suffering. 
Among them the Convair men 
made up a purse of $500 to assist 
him in reaching America. They 
also sent food and clothing pack- 
ages from time to time. Ziben- 
ko’s efforts to leave the camp 
were not simple, however. His 
health was poor and time after 
time he was unable to pass a 
physical examination necessary 
before he could be accepted. 

Meanwhile, Zibenko’s son and 
daughter immigrated to Canada 
and worked from this side of the 
Atlantic to help their parents. 
Finally, late last year, after some 
10 years of trying, they reached 
Canada where they now live in 
Kingston, with their children.

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Complexities of New Programs 
Bring Upsurge in Training at FW 


Convair Fort Worth employees 
now pursue improved skills and 
knowledge in more fields and in 
more different ways than perhaps 
at any time in the division history. 

Scope of their training efforts 
is pointed up in a summary cover- 
ing the first six months of the 
year. 

The complexities of such pro- 
grams as the B-58 supersonic 
bomber create demands on skills 
and knowledge, according to R. A.

Ten Interceptors Now Stationed at 
Holloman in F-102 Armament Tests 


Approximately ten Convair 
F-102 interceptors currently are 
based at Holloman Air Develop- 
ment Center in New Mexico and 
more will be assigned there in 
the future for continued arma- 
ment testing, Project Manager G. 
W. O’Hare reported last week. 

A Convair working force as- 
signed there from San Diego now 
numbers about 265 and O’Hare 


‘lindicated this total, too, is due 


to climb. 

While Convair alone has con- 
ducted more than 450 flights in 
less than two years at Holloman, 
Hughes Aircraft Co. also con- 
ducts a flight program with F- 
102s. Hughes is the firm that 
developed the plane’s fire control 
system as well as the “Falcon” 
air-to-air missile with which the 
F-102 is armed. 

“Close cooperation among Con- 


‘|vair, the Air Force and Hughes 


has marked our stay at Hollo- 


Convair activities at Hollo- 
man offer a considerable op- 
portunity for diversified ex- 
perience, particularly for engi- 
neering personnel, Manager G. 
W. O’Hare pointed out. 

“Our engineers here are ‘on 
their own’ to a big extent and, 
as would be expected in a com- 
paratively small group, assign- 
ments cover a broader expanse 
than in larger centers and give 
rein to individual initiative.”

One was that it be- 
came the first Air Force plane 
to fire missiles or rockets at 
supersonic speeds. 

Firing runs are over a vast 
open range 128 miles long and 
88 miles wide, controlled jointly 
by an Air Force- Army - Navy 
committee. Boxed in by moun- 
tains on three sides, it becomes 
a giant “bowling alley” down 
which the F-102 (and other 


'|planes) fire missiles and rockets. 
-|Control stations on the ground 
‘|}monitor the action electronically 


while batteries of motion picture 
and even television cameras keep 


‘|the planes under observation. 
_| Aircraft approaching the range 


are kept under radar surveillance 
and followed on the radar screen 
until they have completed their 
missions. 

The F-102As even carry their 
own recording devices, such as 
high speed motion picture cam- 
eras mounted on wings, tail and 
fuselage. 


Normal firing missions for the 
interceptors usually involve two 
planes, one to fire and the other 
to fly chase as a second pair of 
“eves” for the first pilot. Con- 
vair ground crews often have 
“grandstand” seats, usually near 
a jeep-mounted mobile radio sta- 
tion that monitors pilot and con- 
trol station conversations. 

It is an exciting moment as 
the “count down” comes in over 
the radio to observers. “Five 
SOOT 5 5 6 UNRED Goo IMM oo5 
one... FIRE!” At that instant 
there is a burst of flame from 
the plane high in the sky and 
the missile streaks ahead. Or, 
if rockets are called for, they 
dart ahead like so many deadly 
fingers. 

Soon after the firing the two 
planes return to earth where me- 
chanics and technicians form a 
welcoming committee. Planes are 
serviced while the movie film and 
recording devices are developed 
and analyzed.

Holloman Air Development 

Center is one of ten such centers 


controlled by the Air Force’s Air 
Research and Deyelopment Com- 
mand. 

The Air Force Flight Test Cen- 
ter at Edwards AFB, where the 
first. F-102 was flown, and where 
engineering flight tests are cur- 
rently conducted, is also an AR- 
DC base. 

The Holloman base originally 
was built in 1942. The first atomic 
bomb was detonated in the north- 
western corner of the reservation 
on July 16, 1945. Closed at the 
conclusion of World War II, it 
was reopened in 1946 as a guided 
missile test base and in 1948 was 
named for the late Col. G. V. 
Holloman, guided missile research 
pioneer.

Majority of the Convair folk 
assigned to Holloman live in the 
city of Alamogordo, about ten 
miles from the base, population 
over 20,000. A few live at Cloud- 
croft, a mountain resort about 25 
miles away on the 9,000-foot 
level, and others at such nearby 
communities as La Luz and Tu- 
Jarosa.
